Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest art known 
to the Examiner is listed on the attached PTO 892 and IDS forms. None of the references or 
combinations thereof disclose or suggest a SI-H Fourier Transform Infrared (FTIR) doublet 
defined by a first and a second peak, wherein the first peak is located at a higher wave number 
than the second peak, and wherein the ratio of the first peak to the second peak is greater than 
unity as required by the presently claimed invention.
